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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment has not been entered because it would raise the new 
issue of the coating communicates an identification code that comprises a bar code. 
The limitation was absent from currently pending claims, and therefore would require 
further search and consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the two references used 
in the rejection of the independent claims. This is not found convincing. The examiner 
has established two separate prima facie cases for combination. First, the examiner 
has provided the motivation that by using the solenoid head in the process taught by 
Castro, one would reap the benefits of increasing the precision of the coating. 
Additionally, the examiner has provided a reasonable expectation of success, as Tisone 
teaches the art recognized suitability of using solenoids in print heads. The applicant 
has only argued that there is no motivation and has not argued against the motivation 
that the examiner has explicitly provided. Thus, the applicant's arguments are not found 
convincing. 

All other arguments presented by the attorney have been considered, but are 
rendered moot, as they pertain to amendments that have not been entered.
